. Of this movement in bygone times’ may bo 
voticed the “misconception of the laws of 
nature.” Closely alliod to the miaconcepticn 
of the lawa of nature, a8 a reason for faith- 
‘+ healing in the past was the backward- state 
of medical knowledge. But, as Mr. Drapor 
has rightly remarked, when spoaking of 
lawyers and, physicians in their relation to 
the intellectual progress of bygone centuries, 
“it is to the honour of both thease professions 
that-they never sotght for a perpetuation of 
power by schomas of vast orguniaation, naver 
attempted to delude mankind by stapendoug 
impostures, and never compelled them to 


imagigation, Amongst those whabad visited 


desist from the expression of their thoughts. 
For from being the determined antagonista 
of human knowledge,they uniformly fostored 
jt, and in: its trials defended it/" Thus, 
Jobn of Gaddesden was the first Englishman 
appointed Court Physician in London, His 
idea of the treatment of diseases was rather 
different from the theories of the present day;
